Unc. is unusually well struck, has 
lustre, no scratches, rubbings or 
mars. 

EXTRA FINE & A. U.—about 
same. Coin is about uncircula‘ed, 
slightly worn on high points and 
may have some mint lustre. 

V. Fine—Has been circulated but 
all features and lettering are 
sharp. 

Fine—Has all features and let- 
tering but not sharp. Liberty is 
readable. 

V.G.—Has border rims, most 
features and lines visible. Part of 
Liberty visible. 

GOOD—All features and lines 
worn but visible. 

FAIR—Considerably worn.

This grading is used only as a 
guide to help you and is a general 
medium used by all dealers and 
collectors in the Numismatic field. 

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON 

SOME POPULAR COINS 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on 
wheat stalk and Lincoln's ear are 
a good spot to look for wear. On 
a coin classed as very good most 
lines should be showing, on a coin 
graded fine they should be clear. 

5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus 
Unum is legible on coins graded 
good, clear on coins graded very 
good. One graded fine should have 
full liberty. 

5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good 
coin edge of word Liberty may be 
slightly worn, but on one graded 
very good the word Liberty is clear 
and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full 
horn, a coin classed as very fine 
has full horn and tail shows on 
hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch 
lines on ax faces, on coins classed 
very good some lines show, a fine 
coin should have all lines. 

FOR BEGINNERS who are just 
starting to collect, here are a few 
suggestions and some advice. First, 
a coin guide book is a must. They 
can be purchased for $1.00 or more 
for helpful information: on care, 
condition, value, amount minted, 
types, how coins are made, and 
other news of help and interest. 
Most coins can ge found in circu- 
lation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn 
coins. Value of coins depends 
greatly on the condition. Never 
clean or polish coins unless you 
are experienced. If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There 
are handy cleaning kits available 
for this purpose. Coin insert 
folders and other supplies can be 
obtained at your dealer. You may 
also notice that the age of old 
coins do not make them rare. 
There are some late date coins 
minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What 
makes one coin worth more than 
another are by these _ factors: 
Amount of coins minted, availa- 
bility, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be 
obtained through purchases, by 
auction or trading with collectors. 
Mint sets can be bought by writing 
the Treasury Dept., U.S. Office of 
Treasury, Washington 25, D.C., at 
face value, plus postage and han- 
dling.

Heads I win, tails you lose. A reader from S, Pa. 
wrote in asking about a Jefferson nickel he found with both obverse 
and reverse sides having the Monticello building (tails). These coins 
are man made, I have examined a few of these jobs, they are cleverly 
done and can fool most anyone. Two sides of a coin are ground to 
the regular size and then welded together, leaving the outsides with 
the same design. A close inspection may reveal a faint line where 
they were joined. It is impossible to have two same dies working 
together. The reverse side of a coin is always the stationary die, the 
obverse, the punch or hub die. The latter is cylinder shaped, it is 
inserted and locked into the press head. This is the moveable part 
called “power stroke” which is adjusted for a weak or heavy strike. The 
construction of both dies will readily show no such coins can be 
struck with the both sides the same. 

One exception of having two obverse is the 1858 copper nickel 
pattern cent AW 252 (Adams-Woodin) pattern book which illustrates 
ceptive, the only method of verifying is to weigh both on a fine 
shows Flying Eagle cent with small letters no date, on one side and 
a Flying Eagle on a plain field no date the other side.

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“FLOW COINS” 


By ELMER R. KIRK 


¥ Genuine “Flow” coins are Mint Errors. They are, as the name 
implies, coins—with flowing metal. Broadly speaking, Flow coins are 
idefective planchets, due to bad annealing (heat treat) at the mint. 

The design and lettering of Flow coins appear to be BLENDED 
itogether, sometimes voiding the entire pattern including the field. 
‘Others appear to be Corrugated or Wavy and have been known 
by these descriptive names during the past. 

It should be mentioned that, like all rare or scarce Mint Errors, 

Flow coins are imitated. Most all off the so-called Thin-as-a-dime 
cents (acid-shrunk) fall into this aborted category. They only appear 
to have Wavy planchets. These fakes are easily detected by their 
greasy, Oily and most of all, thin appearance. 
The fascination of collecting all Mint Error coins lies in the fact 
that it is seldom two are found to be exactly alike in every minute 
detail, and the same is true with a collection of Flow coins. Flow 
coins can be found in most all U.S. denominations of our mintage. 
A “type” set of Flow coins—penny, nickel, dime, quarter and half 
dollar—housed in a plain 5-place plastic holder makes a beautiful | 
exhibit and a valuable addition to any Mint Error collection.

A. The oldest known coins were | 
struck in Lydia, a City-State in 
Asia Minor between 600 and 700 
B.C. The coins were made of 
electrum a natural alloy of gold | 
and silver. The silver coins were | 
issued by the Lydians’ last king, | 
Croesus, who was defeated by the | 
Persians. |

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CANADA’S VOYAGEUR DOLLAR 


By STARR GILMORE 


S_andard for the series, the Voyageur dollar began with 1935 to 
commemorate the twenty-fifth year of the reign of King George V. 
A previous atempt to mint a Canadian dollar was made in 1911. How- 
ever, it came to nothing for reasons unprofitable to discuss within 

the limitations of this article. 

In 1927 the Canadian Parliament passed the 
appropriate legislation which made the dollar 
possible. Section four of the Currency Act, chap- 
ter forty of the Revised Statutes of Canada, and 
the schedule thereto, provided for the coining, 
among other coins, of a silver dollar eight-tenths 
fine silver, two-tenths alloy, or millesimal fine- 
ness 800, of the standard weight of three hundred 
and sixty grains with a remedy allowance as to 
weight per piece of 1.50 grains and of millesimal 
fineness of 6. At the time that the Currency Act 
was passed, the present Royal Canadian Mint was 
a branch of the Royal Mint in London. 

Before a coin of new design is minted, or a 
change made in one that is already minted, a 


Report is issued by the Minister of Finance which , 


is directed to the attention of the Governor Gen- 

eral. The Report is then followed by a Proclama- 
tion and the coin is under way. As a matter of fact, the Governor 
General, acting as the representative of the King or Queen, has no 
choice, save in theory, and must give his assent. 

Designed by Emanuel Hahn, the new piece was officially de- 
scribed as follows: “A Canoe manned by an Indian and a Voyageur; 
an islet in the background; above, the word ‘CANADA’ with the 
Northern Lights; below, the word ‘DOLLAR’ and the date of the year; 
a graining upon the edge.” 

Issued under the authority of Mr. C. A. Dunning, the Honourable 
Minister of Finance, it was confidently expected that a large number 
of them would be placed in collections or retained as souvenirs, an 
expectation that was not fully realized. Since only 428,707 were put 
out, the 1935 has the lowest figure of all the commemoratives. 


Canada gave her first dollars more care and attention than she 
does now. The pieces were counted by hand and packed in cartons 
of twenty each in order to reduce wear by friction during transit. 
This is a far cry from the present manner of putting them in cloth 
bags of 100 each. Certainly enough, the usual scratches and abra- 
sions were avoided. 

It is worthy of note that the 1935 dollar was the first coin issued 
by Canada to mark a particular event. The master dies were prepared 
in the London Mint and an average number of 7,500 struck from each 
pair. The highest number for a Voyageur dollar was reached in 1957 
when the average was 55,154 per pair of dies. 

None of the present proof-likes were issued of the first series (1935- 
1939) and no sets were put out. Of course, the 1,095 genuine proofs of 
1937 constitute an exception. Nevertheless, an undetermined number of 
dull or frosted proofs of the i935 were put out for presentation purposes. 
And the same is true for 1936, 1938, and 1939. Coins of this sort went 
to persons considered to be of particular importance. There is no 
reason to suppose that these dollars were counted in with those of 
regular issue. 

As previously noted, Emanuel Hahn designed the reverse of the 1935, 
but he did not design the obverse. Another man well known in the 
coin world, Percy Metcalf, designed the obverse. And curiously enough, 
still another man, Sir Bertram MacKennal, designed the obverse of 
the 1936. One would think, if he didn’t know better, that both obverses 
were the work of the same person. 


If the present scheme of things should be followed, there will be 
another commemorative by about 1965. On the average so far, one 
comes out about every fifth or sixth year. There is scant reason to 
suppose that any coin other than the dollar will be devoted to such 
a purpose and this puts the coin in a preferred category. However, 
at the present rate, it will indeed be a long time before each province 
can have one. 


There can be no sort of doubt concerning the popularity of the 
dollars and those who collect them have plenty of company. They are 
not only popular in Canada and the United States, but they also have 
an enthusiastic following in South Africa, New Zealand, Australia, and 
England. More than a few buy the present sets in order to have the 
proof-like dollars and it is now being urged upon the Mint to put out 
genuine proofs other than presentation pieces. It remains to be 
seen whether such action will be taken.
